According to the census bureau, the 
product of this industry amounted in 1925 to

1925, it seems likely that the printing busi- 
ness increased at least as much. 

At the rate shown above, it seems reason- 
able to suppose that the industry will register 
an increase during the 1920-30 decade, of at 
least 75 per cent, and it may have doubled or 
more.
